other colamn. The Archdeacon spares us much 
of the pain‘ of contradicting. him, inasmach as 
he contredicts himself to a very great extent. 
He sets out with ‘the genera) assertion that this 
is not an agricultnral country, and then adduces 
proof that itis. There is much in this letter 
which may be accounted for by the circumstence 
that, accustomed as he is to the broad and well- 
tilled fields of ‘‘ merry old England,” the writer 
sets down the timbered land of British 
Columbia as non-agricultaral, simply because it 
is covered with the primeval forest—because he 
finds it in its normal condition, Was England 
nevet in’ the same condition? Was Canada, 8 
country to which he alludes as agricultural, pot 
a land of “mountain and forest?” That pro- 
vince, now exporting its millions of grain, and 
sustaining a popalation of nearly three millions, 
was originally covered with dense forest ; and 
English gentlemen who visited it in earlier times 
pooh-poohed the very idea of cultivating its soil. 
They considered it a matter of impossibility to 
get rid of the trees and stumps with which the 
soil was so’ profarely adorned, But what was 
the result ?. The class to which we allude did 
not transform the wilderness into a fruitful field; 
but others did. ‘‘ Anglo-Saxon energy and mus- 
cle” did it thongh ; and now it, is quoted as an 
‘agricultural country.” Look at California, also, 
Waa it pronounced agricultural at first? Quite 


we would remind the Archdeacon that amongst 


artificial watering is almost universally resorted 
to rank the highest. We admit that in much jof 
the section traversed by uur correspondent the 
altitude is euch as to expose crops to late and 
early frosts ; but it must be recollected that these 
elevated plateaux constitute but an infinitesimal 
portion of the Colony. There are many millions 


‘of acres of excellent soil entirely free from any ot 


the objections alluded to, and which the writer 
British Columbia possesses an 
infinitely superior climate to Canada and inost 
parts of the United States of America ; and she 


‘has abundance of soil equally rich, with this im- 


portant advantege, that very much of the land is 
open and ready for the plopgh. We might go 
on ad infinitum to give instances to prove the 
adaptability of ‘both soil and climate for rais- 
ing almvet all kinds of agricultural produce. 
The sulubrions climate, the fertile svils and the 
great breadth of open prairie lands possessed by 
this Colony, all unite in inviting to our shores 


should they not come ? Hens will live and lay as 
well here'as in the most favored districts of Eng- 
land ; and yet eggs readily bring one dollar a dozen 
‘in oor matket ! Cows thrive all the year round 
without housing or fodder ; and yet butter com- 
mands seventy-five cents (three shillings) o pound 
here. And soon with everything else. 
then, we ask, should not the farmer come ? 
Where else can he go to find such a climate, 
such facilities and such prices?, There is no 
doubt, that, for many years to come, minerals 
must be our chief source of wealth, as they are 
and will continue to be the chief attraction to 
emigration. And it is this very fact which caus- 
es so many to overlook agriculture and every

Ou my retngn from a journey throngh the east- 
| ern district, of the Colony you asked me to give 
you my opinion as to its-resources, on the ground 
that informatign on such.a subject woald be of 
interest to your non-traveling feaders. I now 
with pleasure accede to your request. Should 
any of my remarks be deemed dnsound I shall 
be thankful to those who will show me where I 
| amin error, ‘Tv really benefit the Colony the 
object of alli should ‘be jnot victory but truth. 

The questigns commonly put to me are the fu'- 
lowing. ‘ What think yoo of the Kootanais 
miues ?” ‘ Dg you consider ours an agricultural 
country ?”  ‘“ What are its grazing advantages ?” 
Let ns take them as they stand, With respect 
to the Kootarjais mines, [can @nly, say that in 
all quarters the most cheering) accounts were 
given of that new mining district, bat it is only 
fair tu afd that those who delivered those ac- 
counts liad bat very poor authority whereon to 
I believe that since the 
first communi¢ation from Mr. Haynes, - the mag- 
istrate, no further reliable infofmation has been 
received from Kootanais, beyond that of Dr. 
Tolmie, a cautious and intelligent traveler, who 
gaid: that he had good reason to believe that 
700 mitiers hdd recorded claims and were doing 
thoroughly well.” The Colonial Secretary will 
shortly retarniwith full particalérs. ‘Till then oar 
wisdom is to hope mach and believe little. 

‘Do you consider ours an agricultural country?” 
If you mean by agricultural country a country 
which will command a population solely from its ag- 
ricultural advantages, I can safely say “ no, it is 
not,” and the man who asserts that it is must either 
have a very hppeful turn of mir or not be a judge 
of land and its cultivation. To the west of the 
Fraser all is mountain and forest, and the same 
may be said of the belt betwéen the Colambia 
River and thé Rocky Munntsihs, so that in sup- 
port of my opinion I shall conffne my remarks to 
the vast region almost encircled by those noble 
rivers, Leating Lillooet and Yale by the wagon 
road and traveling northwards to Alexander the 
first spot which promises well for grain is the 
Cut-off Valley. I call it a spot, for a narrow strip 
of land a few miles in lengtheserves no more 
important word—and when we consider that this 
limited area fies some 3000 feet above the! level 
of the sea, ig exposed to frosts in Jone, nay, in 
July, and hag to depend upon, irrigation, carried 
on at no light expense, we mipy safely say that 
the Cat-off Valley helps little to prove British 
Coluinbia an agricultnral country. Contibne on 
the road to bake LaHache, Williams Lake, Deep 
Creek Valley and Alexander. As you enter that 
beautiful district, often remihding you of a long 
line of well-gared-for English | ager what do you 
find? You find a new climate, inasmuch as rain 
falls at times, and some years irrigation is not ne- 
cessary ; buf in this far north quarter so elevated 
is the land that there is the same serious danger 
from frosts in summer—no season can be relied 
on. This year the crops haye been almost en- 
tirely destroyed by late frosts. I may remark 
that the grain grown beyond Leke LaHache up 
to the present. has been watered artificially. Pass 
now from Hope over the Cascade Range to the 
much-laaded Similkameen Valley. Not a mile 
square, nay, not an ecre, of agricultural land did 
I see antil J reach McNeil’s, where there is a 
swampy district o' about a thousand acres, which 
might by means of capital and ekill be made to 
produce good crops. An otsis of not two miles 
square will serve little to sapport the Colony in 
a claim to ‘be worthy the: seme agricultural.
